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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest, in a mold with a cavity formed of at least two distinct mold parts, wherein each part has a 
welding kerb at its periphery and the welding kerbs face each other, the limitations wherein the facing 
kerbs form a space between the two mold parts when the mold is closed, the space having a cross section 
which narrows towards the end which is the farthest away from the hollow body, and delimits a shallow 
and broad slot which compresses the molding material with mold closing. The prior art does not teach a 
space with a cross section and delimited shallow, broad slot, between the welding kerbs, but rather 
teaches mold parts which meet and compress the material to weld it. See, for example, Coninck et al. (US 
Patent 6,328,842); JP 05-016938, Figure 2; and JP 02-098542, Fig. 2.
